"We hope to get it to the gov­ 
ernor in 10 days totwoweeks," 
Flournoy, the chairman, said in 
an interview. 
But he said one more meeting 
of the 10-man Advisory Com­ 
mission on Tax Reform is need­ 
ed to come up with a program. 
Asked how extensive it would 
be, Flournoy said "the commis­ 
sion has not decided how much 
to recommend." 
Ine legislature, meanwhile, 
began the sixth week of the 1969 
session, with committees be­ 
ginning to hear testimony on 
some major bills. 
The Assembly’s Revenue and 
Taxation Committee was due to 
get a new chairman, replacing 
Assemblyman John G. Vene- 
man, R-Modesto, who quit to be­ 
come undersecretary of health, 
education and welfare. The most 
likely choice; 
Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San An­ 
selmo. 
Flournoy said his commission 
will not produce a complete tax 
system for the state of Cali­ 
fornia "in the sense that we will 
be finding new sources of reven­ 
ues or revolutionary ways of 
taxing things that are already 
taxed now," he said. 
Instead, he indicated, the com­ 
mission will generally revise 
ways of taxing existing revenue 
sources. 
A commission consultant al­ 
ready has recommended with­ 
holding of state personal income 
taxes, but "that doesn’t indi­ 
cate the commission will rec­ 
ommend it," Flournoy said. 
Reagan opposes withholding. 
Reagan is counting heavily on 
the commission for the long- 
range tax reform he has pro­ 
mised. "I haven’t seen it at all,"

PARIS C5P)-Exchanges 
of 
prisoners is considered the 
most likely subject to be taken 
up first at secret negotiations 
behind the scenes at the Vietnam 
peace talks if and when they 
take place. 
A flock of unconfirmed ru­ 
mors have suggested for the 
past week that such secret talks 
already have started. The 
weekly conference sessions are 
deadloclked because Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong want to talk about 
the political future of South 
Vietnam while the United States 
and Saigon insist on discussing 
military de-escalation mea­ 
sures. Prisoner exchange is 
one subject which Western ob­ 
servers think could be taken up 
in private without either side 
compromuring its position on 
how the conference should pro­ 
ceed. 


The North Vietnamese are 
holding several hundred Ameri­ 
can airmen, and the Viet Cong 
Is believed to hold a few dozen 
Americans in jungle prison 
camps. The Saigon government 
holds thousands of North Viet­ 
namese regulars and Viet Cong 
"suspects," including all cap­ 
tured by the Americans. 
North Vietnam has consistent­ 
ly refused to provide a list of 
the American prisoners 
it 
holds, ws required by the Geneva 
conventions, or to allow Red 
Cross inspection of its pro son 
camps. 
The American negotiators in 
Paris want very much to talk to 
the North Vietnamese about 
these 
prisoners—to obtain 
names, to arrange shipments of 
mail and food parcels and final­ 
ly to negotiate the prisoners* 
release.

Thirteen of New York City's 
15 inches fell Sunday, a record 
for a single day. 
The New York and American 
stock exchanges closed. 
The Long Island Railroad 
shut down, cutting off 90,000 


commuters. The Penn Central 
and New Haven railroads dras­ 
tically cut schedules, and buses 
were mired in huge traffic jams 
caused by stalled and deserted 
vehicles. 
The State Thruway was closed 
from Albany to New York City 
— 148 miles—for the first time 
in its history, and more than 
1,000 cars were stranded on the 
Tapp an Zee Bridge, a thruway 
span across the Hudson River 
at Tarrytown. The passengers 


took shelter locally. 
Subways were running near 
normal. All public and parochial 
schools and colleges were 
closed, as were all branches 
of the public library. 
Kennedy International, La 
Guardia and Newark airports 
were closed. More than 6,000 
persons were stranded at Ken­ 
nedy, where food supplies were 
being rapidly exhausted. Roads 
to the airport were blocked by 
stalled vehicles.

hours Sunday before plows 
could free it.

students of high 


schools and colleges. The bas- 
ic question was: Are the dem-

to believe that teens who indul- 
ge in delinquent behavior are 
not criminals or wrong-doers, 
they are just "sick," needing 
only understanding and gentle 
guidance rather than firm auth- 
ority. 
What young people want most 
and respect most in the adult 
world is firm, dependable just- 
ice — a consistent, unwavering 
fairness in all of their contacts 
with adults. Such a relationship 
with adults is possible only when 
a clear cut code is established 
— a set of rules which tell a 
youngster exactly what is ex- 
pected of him — a code which 
brings rewards when it is fol- 
lowed and positive punishment 
when it is not followed. The 
punishment need not be painful 
or severe but it should be sure, 
never failing, when a teen- 
ager purposely Ignores the 
rules. 
In the opinion of the discussion 
group, all of them only recently 
graduated from childhood them- 
selves, parents should start at 
an early age to teach personal 
responsibility. 
Once a young 


person knows he or she will be 
held strictly responsible for his 
own actions, he is more apt to 
think twice before stepping out 
of line. 
In these times, the group con- 
cluded, too many families allow 
their children to grow up with 
the vague notion that somehow 
they will be taken care of whe- 
ther or not they make a real 
effort on their own.

Five months 
later, he made his way back. 


"I know I will have to go to 
jail," he said, "but my only 
hope now is for a future for 
my daughter." 
The mental case: Oran Ri- 
chards, 33, told the crew of a 
Delta plane he was dying of 
cancer and babbled that, "the 
Masons are injecting me with 
light rays." Sobbing, he drop- 
ped his gun, was captured by 
the crew and has since been 
committed to an institution.

First Aid Ability Helps 


Dr. Coleman 


IT IS so simple and so very 


gratifying to acquire a knowl- 
edge of first aid and artificial 
resuscitation. The 
gratifica- 


tion of being able to save a 
life or to give help to the in- 
jured becomes a great person- 
al possession. The frequency 
of automobile accidents, swim- 


ming and ski- 
i n g 
hazards 


are but a few 
of 
the areas 


w h e r e good 
help is essen- 
tial "until the 
d o c t o r a r- 
rives." 


U n t i l the 


doctor arrives 
or until some- 
one trained m 
f i r s t aid is 


available, it is most important 
to do too little rather than to 
do too much in an anxious 
situation. Hasty or careless 
handling of a victim can make 
most injuries worse. 


The essence of 
successful 


first aid is a calm, unhurried 
and organized approach, with- 
out speed or panic. The great- 
est contribution that can be 
made to the injured is to con- 
trol one's own emotions while 
calmly 
handling the 
emer- 


gency. 


Bleeding can almost always 


be controlled with direct pres- 
sure at the site where the 
blood appears. The use of a 
tourniquet 
demands 
expert 


knowledge to be sure that the 
limb is not deprived of its 
blood circulation. This can do 
more harm than the injury. 
Keep the victim warm and as- 
sured. Do not lift him without 
help. Do not f o r c e brandy 
down his throat. 


With an obvious fracture, a 


stick or any r i g i d object 
should be carefully placed be- 
neath the limb and then sur- 
rounded with towels or cloth- 
ing: to be sure that the Injured 
part is not damaged more. A 
course given by the YMCA or 
by the Red Cross can prepare 
everyone to be a lifesav<?r for 
land and sea accidents. 


The basic rules are simple 


and can be learned quickly. 
In another column this week 
I will describe mouth to mouth 
resuscitation which, with a lit- 
tle practice, can make every- 
one a source of security in 
emergency situations. 


I speak often of the rela- 


tionship between patients and 
their doctors and point out 
that a firm 
bond between 


them is based on devotion, un- 
derstanding and dependence. 
The strength of this relation- 
ship grows as both appreciate 
the needs and requirements of 
each other. 


It is a special art to be a 


good 
patient. It 
must be 


learned with diligence as the 
doctor acquires his scientific 
art. 


It is sad that one of the 


greatest threats to this de- 
pendable 
relationship is the 


doctor's fee, especially when it 
is not discussed beforehand. 
It is pathetic that a long- 
standing bond of mutual trust 
can so often be disrupted be- 
cause the discussion of fees 
had been forgotten or neglect- 
ed. 


Should the doctor forget, be- 


cause of his busy day, the pa- 
tient should not be too em- 
barrassed to ask about fees. 
Out of this innocent omission 
can arise unnecessary misun- 
derstanding which harms a 
treasured relationship. If any 
other confusion exists, speak 
out rather than harbor re- 
sentment.

THOUGHTS ON THE DECEASE 
OF MR. DULLES 


During the last years of his 


life Mr. Allen Dulles was un. 
der relentless attack as the 
symbol of James Bond diplo- 
macy, so gruesomely inappro- 
priate, it is held, to the reali. 
ties of modern politics, to such 
higher sophistication as makes 
heroes out of traitors, gods out 
of Kim Philby and the Rosen- 
bergs. Ramparts Magazine — 
it would be heartening to refer 
to the late Ramparts, except 
that it will no doubt be sue. 
ceeded by something worse, 
the human imagination being 
capable nowadays of even that 
—made such reputation as it ne- 
etingly had from exposing that 
the CIA under Mr. Dulles had 
done such outrageous things as 
subsidize Encounter Magazine 
in London, the National Stu. 
dents Association in the United 
States, and a training program 
at a middlewestern university 
for area specialists headed for 
service in the CIA. For all of 
this, obloquy for Mr. Dulles. 
I do believe that he'd have 
been better treated in his late 
years by some of the press if 
it had transpired that he had 
been in collusion with the Com* 
munists, in pursuit of detente. 


All of this left Mr. Dulles 


on the defensive, and the gen- 
eral clamor subdued a criticism 
of his strategy which sounds 
faintly perverse, but which is 
naggingly relevant now that we 
have, once again, a Republican 
Administration with critical de* 
cisions to make concerning 
such issues as faced Mr. Dub 
les. True, there were those who 
make the whole right-centered 
criticism of Mr. Dulles awk- 
ward by such surrealisms as 
that Mr. Dulles was a Commun. 
1st agent (yes, that is among 
the contributions of Mr. Robert 
Welch). But the sane voices 
from the right wondered not 
that Mr. Dulles was involved in 
subsidizing s ocial- political 
movements and journals around 
the globe, but that he selected 
for patronage the left-minded 
organizations, on the assump* 
tion that only people who oc- 
cupy a position contiguous to 
that of the people you worry 
about, are likely to be effec- 
tive. Thus in Italy you deal 
with the Social Democrats in 
preference to the Christian De- 
mocrats. Or, if you deal with 
the latter, you deal with that 
branch within it which tends 
left. Ditto elsewhere. 


The analogies abound. You 


deal with liberal Republicans in 
America, in order to try to 
satisfy Democrats. Rockefeller 
yes, Goldwater no. When time 


comes to send around sub- 
sidies, you send them around 
to journals of opinion like the 
New Leader, not to those like 
the National Review. I know 
one person who did service in 
Mexico for the CIA who hap- 
pens to believe profoundly that 
what would most benefit the 
Mexican people would be a stiff 
dose of capitalism, so as to 
free the poor from the sclero- 
sis of years and years of super, 
government. He found himself 
a dozen years ago serving as 
a paymaster, with a wad of 
money in an envelope destined 
for an organization whose prin- 
cipal slogan was "Ni Comunis. 
mo, Ni Capitalismo," that is 
to say: neither Communism nor 
Capitalism is leaving: well, lea- 
ving what Mexico has got. 
The reasoning, as I say, is 
psychologically 
obvious. The 


mischief of it lay in the hesi- 
tation of Mr. Dulles and his 
superiors to adopt radical str- 
ategy, radical strategy being 
the defense of conservative in- 
stitutions and ideas on the al- 
together 
reassuring assump- 


tion that they would result in 
radical relief for the wretched 
of this world. Shortly before he 
died, Henry Luce thought to 
formulate a similar position 
in addressingthe National Coun- 
cil of Churches: Look (he in- 
tended to say) if you are gen. 
uinely concerned with the starv- 
ing peoples of the world, which 
you no doubt are, are you not 
obliged to investigate the ap- 
parent corollary between agri- 
cultural plenty and the f reemar. 
ketplace, as also agricultural 
privation and socialism? In oth- 
er words, could you not, even 
in the name of Christianity, 
bring yourself to say a good 
word for capitalism? 


During the Dulles years, con- 


servatives starved to death. 
Precisely those people who rea- 
soned that you could not deal 
with the Soviet Union, that the 
politics of detente were doomed 
to suffer such deaths as Dub- 
cek suffered last summer. It 
was a period during which the 
resoluteness of our anti-Corn, 
munism was never in doubt, 
but a period during which the 
enemy gained vast continents, 
established themselves in pow- 
er, 
developed their hydrogen 


bombs and missiles, and con- 
tinued to hold us at missile- 
point.

WASHINGTON -It takes cour- 
age for a lone Congressman to 
stand up to the powerful United 
Mine Workers in the West Vir- 
ginia coal country. Yet bespec- 
tacled, white-haired Rep. Ken 
Hechler, facing 3,000 grimy 
miners in work clothes and hard 
hats at Charleston, W. Va., as- 
sailed the union and coal com- 
panies alike the other day for 
compromising on mine health. 
In the next mail Hechler re- 
ceived a bristling letter from 
George Titler, a UMW vice 
president. 
"You remind me,"wroteTitl- 
er, "of the newborn bull calf 
which elects to follow his fath- 
er rather than his mother and 
does not realize his mistake 
until feeding time." 
There could be no mistaking 
the tlireat of political retribu- 
tion. 
Admonished the union official: 
"In trying to find out why you 
attacked your benefactors, the 
United Mine Workers, and its 
president W. A. Boyle, I read 
your autobiography in the Con- 
gressional Directory and find 
that your personal motto is, 
'Better to jump the gun than not 
to move when the gun goes 
off ... 
"Stop playing dog in the mang- 
er, Ken. If you really want to 
help the miners in West Vir- 
ginia, then cooperate with their 
union." 
Because 
Hechler 
dared to 


speak out, the UMW is out to 
break him. But the courage- 
ous Congressman has the sup- 
port of rank-and-file miners 
who are fed up with the union's 
lip service and want to see 
some action on improving mine 
conditions. 


BLACK LUNG 


Most of the miners who came to 
hear Hechler in Charleston 
wheezed and coughed from black 
lung disease, caused bybreath- 
ing coal dust in the mines. 
They could hardly gasp enough 
air to sing a hoarse chorus of 


"The Ballad of Black Lung." 
The dread disease affects one 
of every two coal miners. Ex- 
plosions, fires and other acci- 
dents have also contributed to 
make coal mining the most haz- 
ardous occupation in America. 


Yet union officials and coal 
executives continue to collect 
high salaries and preach com- 
promise, while the miners ruin 
their health and risk their necks 
digging coal. 


Tony Boyle, the Mine Workers' 
boss, draws $50,000 a year, plus 
an automobile and other fringe 
benefits. He also pulls down fat 
fees as a director of the Na- 
tional 
Bank of Washington, 


which the UMW controls. The 
bank, incidentally, loans mil- 
lions to coal companies — a 
cozy arrangement which may 
explain the curious alliance be- 
tween the union and manage- 
ment. 
Every two weeks, the United 
Mine Workers Journal also 
heaps praise on Boyle —"most 
highly esteemed, great, Inter- 
nationally renowned humanitar- 
ian" — as if he were Mao Tse- 
tung. He will retire, Incidental- 
ly, with a full $50,000 annual 
pension. 
In contrast, the average miner 
will be pensioned off at a meager 
$1,350 a year. 
The coal corporations, for 
their part, receive 10 per cent 
depletion tax allowance, while 
the miners deplete their bodies 
for virtually no compensation. 
Despite all the fires and explos - 
ions and cave-ins, the work- 
men's compensation laws are 
slim in benefits and broad in 
loopholes. 
It's time Congress did more 
than talk about mine health 
and safety. 


De GAULLE AND CHAMPAGNE 


It was no slip-up that Presi- 


dent

champagne at the first official 
White House reception.

First 
Aid Ability Helps

IT IS so simple and so very 
gratifying to acquire a knowl­ 
edge of first aid and artificial 
resuscitation. 
The 
gratifica­ 
tion of being able to save a 
life or to give help to the in­ 
jured becomes a great person­ 
al possession. The frequency 
of automobile accidents, swim­ 
ming and ski- 
i n g 
hazards 
are but a few 
of 
the 
areas 
w h e r e good 
help is essen­ 
tial “until the 
d o c t o r 
a r ­ 
rives." 
I 
U n t i l 
the 
doctor arrives 
or until some­ 
one trained in 
f i r s t aid is 
available, it is most important 
to do too little rather than to 
do too much in an anxious 
situation. Hasty or careless 
handling of a victim can make 
most injuries worse. 
The essence of successful 
first aid is a calm, unhurried 
and organized approach, with­ 
out speed or panic. The great­ 
est contribution that can be 
made to the injured is to con­ 
trol one's own emotions while 
calmly 
handling 
the 
emer­ 
gency. 
Bleeding can almost always 
be controlled with direct pres­ 
sure at the site where the 
blood appears. The use of a 
tourniquet 
demands 
expert 
knowledge to be sure that the 
limb is not deprived of its 
blood circulation. This can do 
more harm than the injury. 
Keep the victim warm and as­ 
sured. Do not lift him without 
help. Do not f o r c e brandy 
down his throat. 
W ith an obvious fracture, a 
stick or any r i g i d object 
should be carefully placed be­ 
neath the limb and then sur­ 
rounded with towels or cloth­ 
ing to be sure that the injured 
part is not damaged more. A 
course given by the YMCA or 
by the Red Cross can prepare 
everyone to be a lifesaver for 
land and sea accidenta. 


The basic rules are simple 
and can be learned quickly. 
In another column this week 
I will describe mouth to mouth 
resuscitation which, with a lit­ 
tle practice, can make every­ 
one a source of security in 
emergency situations. 


I speak often of the rela­ 
tionship between patients and 
their doctors and point out 
that a 
firm 
bond between 
them is based on devotion, un­ 
derstanding and dependence. 
The strength of this relation­ 
ship grows as both appreciate 
the needs and requirements of 
each other. 
It is a special art to be a 
good 
patient. 
It 
must 
be 
learned with diligence as the 
doctor acquires his scientific 
art. 
It is sad that one of the 
greatest threats to this de­ 
pendable relationship is the 
doctor's fee, especially when it 
is not discussed beforehand. 
It is pathetic that a long­ 
standing bond of mutual trust 
can so often be disrupted be­ 
cause the discussion of fees 
had been forgotten or neglect­ 
ed. 
Should the doctor forget, be­ 
cause of his busy day, the pa­ 
tient should not be too em­ 
barrassed to ask about fees. 
Out of this innocent omission 
can arise unnecessary misun­ 
derstanding which harms a 
treasured relationship. If any 
other confusion exists, speak 
out rather than harbor re­ 
sentment.

THOUGHTS ON THE DECEASE 
OF MR. DULLES 
During the last years of his 
life Mr. Allen Dulles was uiw 
der relentless attack as the 
symbol of James Bond diplo­ 
macy, so gruesomely inappro­ 
priate, it is held, to the reali­ 
ties of modern politics, to such 
higher sophistication as makes 
heroes out of traitors, gods out 
of Kim Phllby and the Rosen- 
bergs. Ramparts Magazine — 
it would be heartening to refer 
to the late Ramparts, except 
that it will no doubt be suc­ 
ceeded by something worse, 
the human imagination being 
capable nowadays of even that 
—made such reputation as it fie - 
etlngly had from exposing that 
the CLA under Mr. Dulles had 
done such outrageous things as 
subsidize Encounter Magazine 
in London, the Natlonat Stu­ 
dents Association in the United 
States, and a training program 
at a middlewestern university 
for area specialists headed for 
service in the CIA. For all of 
this, obloquy for Mr. Dulles. 
1 do believe that he’d have 
been better treated in his late 
years by some of the press if 
it had transpired that he had 
been in collusion with the Com­ 
munists, in pursuit of detente. 
All of this left Mr. Dulles 
on the defensive, and the geiw 
eral clamor subdued a criticism 
of his strategy which sounds 
faintly perverse, but which is 
nagglngly relevant now that we 
have, once again, a Republican 
Administration with critical de­ 
cisions 
to 
make concerning 
such issues as faced Mr. Dul­ 
les. True, there were those who 
make the whole right-centered 
criticism of Mr. Dulles awk­ 
ward by such surrealisms as 
that Mr. Dulles was aCornmui* 
ist agent (yes, that is among 
the contributions of Mr. Robert 
Welch). But the sane voices 
from the right wondered not 
that Mr. Dulles was involved in 
subsidizing 
s o c i a l- political 
movements and Journals around 
the globe, but that he selected 
for patronage the left-minded 
organizations, on the assump­ 
tion that only people who oc­ 
cupy a position contiguous to 
that of tlie people you worry 
about, are likely to be effec­ 
tive. Thus 
in Italy you deal 
with the Social Democrats in 
preference to the Christian De­ 
mocrats. Or, if you deal with 
the latter, you deal with that 
branch within it which tends 
left. Ditto elsewhere. 
The analogies abound. You 
deal with liberal Republicans in 
America, 
in order to try to 
satisfy Democrats. Rockefeller 
yes, Goldwater no. When time 


comes 
to send around sub­ 
sidies, you send them around 
to journals of opinion like the 
New Leader, not to those like 
the National Review. I 
know 
one person who did service in 
Mexico for the CIA who hap­ 
pens to believe profoundly that 
what would most benefit the 
Mexican people would be a stiff 
dose of capitalism, so as to 
free the poor from the sclero­ 
sis of years and years of super- 
government. He found himself 
a dozen years ago serving as 
a paymaster, with a wad of 
money in an envelope destined 
for an organization whose prin­ 
cipal slogan was ” N1 Comunis­ 
mo, Ni Capitalismo,” that is 
to say: neither Communism nor 
Capitalism is leaving: well, lea­ 
ving what Mexico has got. 
The reasoning, as I say, is 
psychologically 
obvious. The 
mischief of it lay in the hesi­ 
tation of Mr. Dulles and his 
superiors to adopt radical str­ 
ategy, 
radical strategy being 
the defense of conservative iiw 
stitutions and ideas on the al­ 
together 
reassuring assump­ 
tion that they would result in 
radical relief for the wretched 
of this world. Shortly before he 


died, Henry Luce thought to 
formulate a sim ilar position 
in addressing the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches: Look (he ii* 
tended to say) if you are gen­ 
uinely concerned with the starv­ 
ing peoples of the world, which 
you no doubt are, are you not 
. obliged to investigate the ap­ 
parent corollary between agri­ 
cultural plenty andthefreemar- 
ketplace, as also agricultural 
privation and socialism? Inotlw 
er words, could you not, even 
in the name of Christianity, 
bring yourself to say a good 
word for capitalism?

Ken 
Hechler, facing 3,000 grimy 
miners in work clothes and hard 
hats at Charleston, w. Vs., as­ 
sailed the union and coal com­ 
panies alike the other day for 
compromising on mine health. 
In the next mall Hechler re­ 
ceived a bristling letter from 
George TiUer, s UMW vice 
president. 
“ You remind m s/’ wrote T ill­ 
er, “ of the newborn bull calf 
which elects to follow his fath­ 
er rather than his mother and 
does not realize his mistake 
until feeding time.” 
There could be no mistaking 
the threat of political retribu­ 
tion. 
Admonished the union official: 
” In trying to find out why you 
attacked your benefactors, the 
United Mine Workers, and its 
president W. A. Boyle, I read 
your autobiography in the Con­ 
gressional Directory and find 
that your personal motto Is, 
'Better to jump the gun than not 
to move when the gun goes 
a tr . . . 
“ Stop playing dog in the mang­ 
er, Ken. If you really want to 
help the miners in West V ir­ 
ginia, then cooperate with their 
union.” 
Because 
Hechler 
dared to 
speak out, the UMW is out to 
break him. But the courage­ 
ous Congressman has the sup­ 
port of rank-and-file miners 
who are fed up with the union’s 
lip service and want to see 
some action on Improving mine 
conditions.

Hechler 
in Charleston 
wheezed and coughed from black 
lung disease, caused by breath­ 
ing coal dust In the mines.

The dread dieoase affects one 
of every two coal miners. E s- 
ploelona, fires and other acci­ 
dent» have also contributed to 
make coal mining the most haz­ 
ardous occupation In America. 
Yet union officials and coal 
executives continue to collect 
high salaries and preach com­ 
promise, while (he miners ruin 
their health and rUk their necks 
digging coal. 
Tony Boyle, the Mine Workers' 
boas, draws $50,000 s yesr, plus 
an automobile and other fringe 
benefits. He also pulls down fat 
fees ae a director of the Na­ 
tional 
Bank of Washington, 
which the UMW controls. The 
bank, incidentally, loans mil­ 
lions to coal companies — a 
cozy 
arrangement which may 
explain the curious alliance be­ 
tween 
the union and manage­ 
ment. 
Every two weeks, the United 
Mine 
Workers 
Journal also 
heaps praise on Boyle —‘'most 
highly esteemed, great, InftiP» 
nationally renowned humanitar­ 
ian” — as if he were Mao T se - 
tung. He will retire, Incidental­ 
ly, with a full $50,000 annual 
pension. 
In contrast, the average miner 
will be pensioned off at a meager 
$1,350 a year. 
The 
coal 
corporations, for 
their part, receive 10 per cent 
depletion tax allowance, while 
the miners deplete their bodies 
for virtually no compensation. 
Despite all the fires and explos - 


ions and cave-ins, the work­ 
men's compensation laws are 
slim in benefits and broad In 
loopholes. 
It’s time Congress did more 
than talk about mine health 
and safety.
